Eaton’s Theatre Guild Scores Again! 


The sparse audiences did scant justice 
to the fine performances hy our players of 
"The Late Christopher Bean,” directed hy 
Moray Sinclair. It is a lively comedy, cen¬ 
tering chiefly around the predicament of 
a hard-working country doctor bothered by 
two (one not-so-marriageable) daughters 
and a not unreasonably sharp-tongued and 
money-hungry wife. 

A couple of slick art operators try to 
gain by the doctor’s unawareness of the 
sudden popularity of the work of a de¬ 
ceased artist, Bean, who left paintings 
around the doctor’s home; while honest 
art critic (Dave Swan) arrives almost too 
late to thwart them, and to get the doctor 
out of a “crooked deal.” 


The amusing finale is that the talkative 
but likeable maid, Abby, who still can’t 
understand how the pictures are suddenly 
valuable, turns out to be the wife of the 
deceased artist and triumphantly walks 
off with the fortune-on-canvas, leaving all 
the schemers to mourn their loss. 

Most of the play is dialogue rather than 
action, and all members of the cast did 
well with the fast-paced lines. Specially 
heavy parts were carried in convincing 
fashion by Gwen Jones, Joe Leighton and 
Nellie Nicholls. Like all good comedies, 
the play has its moments of depth and 
pathos, and our players’ presentation of it 
was fully rewarding to the audiences; a 
standard of artistry of which the Guild 
may be proud.

“Multi-Lith” Machine Adds Greatly to the 
Service of Eaton’s, Winnipeg, Multigraph 
Section. (Shown Here with 
Allan Farquhar.) 

Answering the need for numerous oper¬ 
ations of setting-up, copying and duplicat¬ 
ing many of our business forms and rec¬ 
ords, this modern product of the Multi- 
graph makers—Model 1250 Multilith—is a 
compact and efficient example of modern 
precision machinery. 

It’s fascinating, in fact, to note the re¬ 
sources and versatility of this machine 
compared to the old-style (and still very 
useful) Multigraphs beside it. 

Using “master” forms prepared from typed, typeset, pen or crayon-written or already 
duplicated “copy” ... it also can, by means of photographic negatives which are mounted 
and burned on to a light aluminum, or other metal, plate, make metal master plates to 
run illustrations of various kinds along with copy matter or listings, etc. Speeds of 3000 
to 6000 per hour, depending on the nature of the work, can be produced. The actual print¬ 
ing is done from a rubber impression roiler which picks up the image from the metal 
“master”—in other words—the “offset-lithograph” principle.
